Ambition had made him climb. My Head was full of thet 
Stories when I went te Bed, and I no fooner fell af 

than I found my felf, I know not how, in the midft of a 
moft fpacious Hall and a Multitude of People. At the Up 
per-end of the Hall fat a Man with a comely Afped, and 
majeftick Behaviour, who attracted the Eyes of the whole 
Affembly. He wore a Crown upon his Head, and helda 
golden Sceptre in his Hand: “The Throne on which he fat 
was placed on a lofty E/ffrade at a prodigious Height above 
us; notwithftanding which fo great was the Brightnefs of 
thofe Carbuncles and other precious Stones with which his 
Crown was enriched, that he was much more vifible than any 
other Perfon in the whole Place: The Luftre of his Diadem 
alone placed him in the moft confpicuous Pormt of Light.

but tho’ they were all alike in thefe Particulars, the Materials 


of which they were compofed were very different. 
I obferved, to my great furprife, that fome of the Step* of 
the middlemoft Afcent were compofed of Treaties, Conve 
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tions, Letters, Memorials, and Patents; fome. of which 
had Imperial Seals appendant to them; other Steps of this 
Afcent.were formed of Books, Bundles of Pens, large Quan- 
tities of Wax, and Roles of Parchments ; a great Number 
of Bags were likewife interfperfed here and there ; I obferved 
that fome few of thefe Bags were filled with AZoney, but that 
much the greater Part were {wollen up with nothing but 
Wind; and were very artificially cemented together with 
feveral little Twigs of Bays and Lawrel.

This Scene 
was diverting enough forfome Time: At laft three Pertons, 
in fpight of all the Attempts to heep them down, mounted the 
three feveral Afcents, and foon got out of the Reach of their 
Rivals.

Fach of thefe three Adventurers continued to mount the 
Steps of that Afcent, by which he had determined to get near 
the [Throne with great Courage and Refolution: It was 
nevertheleft evident to us who ftood below them, that they 
met with very great Difficulties.

*¢ Friendthip for them may be relied on. 

By thefe Citations it appears what I afferted asa Fact, 
and what Mr. Waljingham undertook to difprove ; wz. 
that the HONOURABLE ‘GENTLEMAN, his Patron, oppofed 
the Reheal of the ScHism ActT.--- But how hath he per- 
formed his Engagement? Why, inftead of confuting the 
Craftfman very fully in his next Pater, as he promifed, he

Iam forry to hear that the World hath been in any Dan- 
eer of lofing fo bright a Genius, and fo worthy an Engli/b- 
man as Mr. Walfingham; but though an Interruption of 
Health might have prevented Him from explaining this Af- 
fair, according to his Promife, I hope the Violence of his 
Diftemper hath not affeéted his. Brain fo much as to make 
Him forget the State of the Queftion between us ; for what

We do not ourfelves agree with the Doétor in all his Senti- 
ments, but all Gentlemen of a liberal Education, muft, we 
think, agree that his Learning, his Love of his Country, and his 
other moral Virtues were truly praife-worthy.. 

We confefs we have the utmoft Tendernefs for the emmy 
and Chara&ers of Great and Learned Men, and fome Inci- 
dents of a very extraordinary Nature which have lately 
happened, oblige us to dwell much longer than we intended 
upon this Article. If ever any Man had Occation to leave 
his //rztings and his CharaGer to the Care of a Perfon of 
Courage and Refolution, the Jate Dr. Tindall mott certainly 

ad; and we have the pleafure to obferve, that our Brother 
Bee has hitherto fhewn himfelf every way worthy of that i- 
portant Tru/? the Doétor repofed in him. The Breath of this 
Great Man was fearce out of his Bodv, when an Eighteen- 
penny Pamphlet was publifhed, entitled, The Life of Dr. 
Tindall, and there was an Advertifment put into the New'- 
papers, that this Life of the Doétor was wrote by himjelf.

The 
Perion who wrote and publifhed this fenfelefs Piece of Stuff, 
was a Fellow whofe Charaer all Mankind are acquainted 
with ; who, we are credibly informed, has been obliged Jeveral 
times to walk about Weftminfter-Hall with a Label about his 
Neck, and has already in the Pillory, We are 
forry to fee ourfelves obliged to ftain our Pens with the 
Name of fuch a Creature, yet fince it muft out, we will 
name at once the moft perfect Compendium of Impudence 
and IW rckednefi by nami ng Curl! the Bookfeller. We do here- 
by affure Mr. Curl/, that he will never cet Mr. Budgell to 
enter into a Paper-JVar with him; tho’ we hear he has told 
his Friends, that he will at aft provete him to it, and does 
mot in the leaft doubt of eaining fue hundred Pounds by the 
Joss. This Fellow, when he publifhed what he was plea 
fed to call Dr. TindalPs Life, acquainted the World, that 
lie would likewife fhortly publith his Political Writings. Mr. 
7 uadgell Was, at the fame time, informed by feveral Book 
JMET S, and other Perfons, that Curl/ yuan up and down the 
Wase Town making ufe of his Name, and telling evett 
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Rody, it was bv his Orders and Directions, that he was go- 
ing to publifh Dr. Tindal?s orks. Mr. Budgell, to whom the 
Doctor had left his 7//ftings revijed by himfelf, with a De- 
fen, that a much better Edition of them fhould be publifhed 
than the World has yet feen, could no longer bear to fee his 
dectafed Friend thus abufed, and the Publick thus impofed up- 
on, To prevent both, he was at the Expence of a great 
many Adverti/ements in the News-papers, and fent us that 
Letter, which we inferted in our BEE N° X XIX, but with- 
out once fouling his Pen with the Name of Cur/l, Upon 
this, Curl! publifhes a moft infamous Advertifement, figned 

with hisown Name againft Mr. Budgell ; in this Advertife- 
ment he publifhed a pretended Letter of Mr. Badgrii’s to a 
certain Lady, and likewife fome Lines out of a pretended 
Letter from the Rev. Mr. Tindall the late Doétor’s Nephew’, 
and ‘oreo his Executors, to himfelf: but the moft infamous 
Par: of all his Advertifement was, his unparallelled Impudence, 
in pretending to have an Intimacy with Mr. Budgell. 

We do hereby publickly declare, that if any Proof can be 
made, that Mr. Budgell has the leaf? Intimacy with Curll the 
Bookfeller, we will believe whatever his greateft Enemies 
can fay of him; and that whatever our Opinion may be of 
his Fit and Learning, we fhould think it a Di/grace to be 
engaged with him any longer in this Work ; but fince we 
have his Leave to fay what follows, fince we have the /Prong- 
if Proofs of the Matters of Faé, and know fome of them 
to be true ourfelves, we fhall do him Juftice upon this Head.

What a Man of Confequence he was, Mr. Curll had the 


furance to affirm, that Mr. Pain had lately been at his Houfe 
fom the Commilficners of Stamp-Ogice, to get 
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draw up their Cafe, and write for them againft Mr. Budgell ; 
that Sir. Robert Walpole fent to him for his Afifance, and 
to defire his Fudgment and Opinion, in whatever related to 
Printing, Pamphiets, and Libels, That for a very extraordj- 
nary JOBB, of which he gave an Account, Sir Robert Wal. 
pole had given him with his own Hands, a Bank-Bill for 
Fifty Pounds; that he afterwards fent him to his Brother 
Townfhend, who gave him another Bank-Bill for Fifty Pound; 
for the very fame Joss: That Sir Robert was the beft Cuf- 
tomer he had, that he owed him a Bill at that very time, 
that he could fee him whenever he pleafed, and could perfuade 
him almoft to do any thing. - Mr. Budgell was fo fhocked 
and amazed at this Difcourfe, which he was fure contained 
either the moft infamous Fal/boods, the bafe/t Treacheries, or 
a mixture of both, immediately left the Room without ma- 
king him any Anfwer.

Two Perfons faw this Letter before Mr. Budgell fent it to 
the Ladv. The Lady ftill has it, Mr. Budgell appeals to 
it, and hopes fhe will be fo j:f? as to produce it, if it 
fhould be nece/fary. She did Mr. Budgell the Honour to dine 
with him-as he defired; condefcended to ask his Pardon 
for what had happened, affured him (and Mr. Sudec!l be- 
lieves her) that when fhe heard he was coming fhe fent 
her own Maid to acquaint him that Curl/ was at her Cham- 
bers, but that fhe had found by her Servant Cur/f himfelf 
ran after her, and defired her not to fay he was there: 
However, as fhe did not think proper to tell Mr. Budgell 
that fhe had forbid Cur// to come near her Lodgings a- 
pain, Mr. Budge:! has ever fince denied himfe!* the Piea- 
fure of vifiting a Woman of Senfe and Learning, and in 
~ whofe Company he and the late Dr. Tindall have fpent 
many a pleafant Day. About a Fortnight fince, Mr. 4xud- 
gell received a moft infolent Letter from Cur//, to acquaint 
him he had ftruck up a clofe Friendfhip with the Reve- 
rend Mr. Tindall the Deétor’s Nephew, and with Mr. 
John Knapton his Bookfeller; that tho’ Mr. Tindall was 
now in the Country, Mr. Knapton ftill vilited him as Mr, 
Tindall’s Proxy; and that he had juft received a long Let- 
ter-from the Reverend Mr. Tindall, giving him an Ac- 
count of all the private Converfation that had patied be- 
tween the faid Mr. Tindall and Mr. Budgell: and in fhort, 
that, if Mr. Budgell would not immediately come into Me + 
fures about printing Dr. Tindall’s Works, he and Mr. 
Tindall and Mr. Knapton would foon make him repent it. 
Mr. Budsell laughed at his Threats, being well affured that 
twas abfolutely impofible two Men of Mr. Tindall’s and 
Mr, Knapton’s -Charaéters fhould hold a Correfpondence, and 
much more, enter into a Confederacy with fuch a Fellow 
To Mr. Budgell’s taking no Notice of Mr. Curll’s threat- 
ning Epiftle, we believe we may truly impute the Publication: 
of a late fenfelefs Pamphlet without Head or Tail; and which 
We hear is given away Gratis. It contains the moft impu- 
cent Falfhoods and Mifreprefentations, both with refject to 
the Rev, Mr. Tindall and Mr. Budgell, We take this ftupid 
Piece to be Curls; we know Mr. Tindall himfelf could 
ve no hand in it, fince we are very well affured that 
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he and Mr. Budgell, parted in the very fame Manner they 
firft met (viz) with mutual Affurances of Friendjhip and E- 
freem for one another. Weare indeed informed, that there 


was once, for about half an Hour, a Co/dne/s betweert them,

Mr. Budgell could not give a direét and full Anfwer to it 
without a Breach of his /Vrd and Honour.

Mr, 
Ti: dail had firong Rea/fens for asking the Quetftion, vet Mr, 
Budgell aflures us, that if he had given a p/ain and full An- 
fwer toit, he muft have broke his Word with 2 moft noble 
and honourable Perfon now living, who was verv nearly con- 
cerned in this Affair, and alfo with his deceafed Friend the 
late Dr. Tindall, who repofed an unbounded Confidence in him. 
Mr. Budgell allows us to fay, however, that.if it fhould come 
to be necefary, he does not much doubt but he fhall foon 
have a certain noble Perfon’s Permiffion to fpeak much plamer 
upon this Affair, than he can with Hononr do as yet. But 
this only Coldnefs between him and Mr. Tirdell did not 
Jaft above half an Hour. Mr. Budgell, rather than fay more 
than he ought in FYovour to fay, azreed to the Aighe/t Terms 
Mr. Tindall had ever propofed to him, and gave him the 
uimo? faribing he had ever. asked or def.red. The Agree- 
ment between thefe two Gentlemen was immediately 
drawn up by Mr. Tindall’s own Attorney, by his ow 
Direction, and at his ew fole Charce: It was witnefled 
by his faft Friend and Bookfeller Mr. Fohn Knaptor, 
and by his own Attorney Mr. Cole in the City.

Budgell pun&tually performed every Tittle of this Agree- 
ment, he delivered to Mr, Tindall all his Uncle’s Cloaths, 
Houtfhold-Goods, and Plate ; a Bond from Arm/v/f and his 
Father to his Uncle the Do@tor for 150/73; and laftly, trans 
ferred to him his Uncte’s Bank-Stock to the Value of 145i. 
Mr. Tindal acknowledved Mr. Budgell had done 
by him (thofe were his very //rds) before feveral W itne!- 
fes; that he had given him more than he had a legal Right 
to; and promifed above forty times over, not in Verbs Sa

Genticman, that no Ear fhould ever hear him fay one Re 


fieing Thing either upon his deceafed Uncle, or upon Mr. 
Buagelt, Mr. Budgell indeed ftrongly infifte! upon his Pro- 
mile always to {peak handfomely of his Uncle ; aad = 
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red, before he figned the Articles, that it was his depend- 


inx upon Mr. Tindall’s repeated Promifes upon this Head 
that induced him to do what he then did: When the Ar- 
ticles were executed, Mr. Tindal/ and Mr. Budgell dined 
torether, as they had done before at Mr. Budgell’s Houfe ; 
and renewed their Profeffions of Friendfhip to one ano- 
the. Mr. Tindall promifed to give Mr. Budell all the 
Lichts he could for compofing his Uncle’s Life, and to fend 
him the Genealogy of their Family, which he faid he could 
rove were related to the Kings of Bohemia.

Tindall, a Gentleman of a Roval Family, and a Perfon in 
Heh Orders, can be capable of faying a reflecting Thing, 
either upon his deceafed Uncle or Mr. Rudgell, that he can 
think of fetting afide a W7//, that he has owned under his 
own Hand to be his Uncle’s, or of molefting Mr. Aadgell 
after, in Confideration of what he has had from him, he 
has aficned over to him, by an authentick Inftrument 
drawn up at his own Requett, all his Right ‘Title, Intereft 
and Claim whatfoever upon his Uncle’s Eftate; to think 
him capable of entering into any fort of Correfpondence 
with Cur//, who has fo feandaloufly abufed his Uncle’s AZe 
mory: We fay, to infinuate any thing of this kind is furely 
what no Man alive but Cur// himfelf can be capable of ~ 
doing, We fhall be proud and ready on every Occafion 
to do the Reverend Mr. Tindall Juftice againft Curl; and 
vet, perhaps, it may be proper that this abufed Gentleman 
fhould fay fomething for himfelf, fince we are credibly in- 
formed Mr. Curl/ reports, that tho’ Mr. Timdail has actu- 
ally 2figned over all his Claim to his Uncle’s Eftate to Mr.

We are of Opinion, that.a Man, who wants private Gra- 
titude, can hardly be poffeffed of any other moral Virtue, 
The Doétor always fpoke in a handfome Manner of Sir 
Robert Walpole; he fincerely wz/hed him well, and tho’ he 
thought him a little /?aken in fome Points, he would fuffer 
no-body (not even Mr. Budgell his chief Favourite ) to 
talk hardly of him in his Company. This isa Piece of 
Fuftice due to his Memory, and which all his Friends know 
Mr. Budgell is advifed that, as the Doétor’s Executor, he 
has an undoubted Right to his laft Year’s Penfion, which the 
Doétor was promifed fhould be paid him on the very Day 
he died. Since Mr. Budgeil was conjured and commanded 
by this Great Man on his Death-Bed, to demand this his 
Penfion from Sir Robert Walpole, he is determined to do 
fo; and tho’ he expe&s no Favour, may perhaps at the fame 
time demand a Piece of Fu/fice, which he thinks a Firft Lord 
of the Treafury, by the Duty of his Poft, is obliged to grant 
him. He makes no manner of doubt but that, notwithftand- 
ing fome Differences, which have been between Sir Robert 
i alpole and himfelf, he fhall receive the Doétor’s Penfion:
